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Levi Lane and his family, for two or
three months past, occupied an almost un-
tenantable shanty in the village of Bain-
bridge. As none of the family were seen by
the neighibors since Monday last, and the
house was locked, some uncasiness was
felt, and on Saturday it was resolved by
some of the eitizens to break open
the house and make an investigation.
Ex-Sherifl Smith and several others went
to the house, knocked at the doors, both
front and back, and, receiving no answer,
broke open the back door, which was very
casily done, it bemg but poorly secured on
the inside.

On entering the roomn a most horrible
sight met the eyes of the visitors. Lying
on a miserable bed were the dead bodies of
the hushand and wife and an infant child.
On the floor not far off lay a little girl
abont five years old, cold in death, and
erouched in a corner, the only living mem-
ber of the family, a little boy about three
vears old, with hagzard face and his feet
and leas frozen almost to the knees,  As
the citizens entered, this poor child said,
in fearful, chatteringe tones, * Don’t make
a noise, pap is asleep, and if you wake him
up he will whip me.™

Squire Erb, deputy coroner, who lives
some distance out village, was at
once sminmoned and empaneled a jury to
hold an ingquest on the four dead bodies,
The body of the wife had nothing on it but
the chemise, her neck was found to be
broken, and the baeck part of her skuall
erushed in. The Ledy was much decom-
posed, and it was the opinion of the coro-
ner’s physician, Dr, Weseman, that she had
been kiiled as carly as Monday night or
Tuesday morning.  The body of the little
airl whose neck wis broken, was also de-
composed, and she was probably killed at
the same time. The babe, about three
months old, was lying on its mother's
breast. No marks of violenee were found
on its body, and it is believed it was cither
frozen or starved to death. Lane's body
bore no marks of  violence, but a post
mortem examination of the stomach left
no donbt that his death was eaused by
arsenie, administered by himself, and that
he died probably on Thursday evening,

The testimony of witnesses examined is
to the offeet that Lane and his family
came 1o Dainbridee lust spring. Lane said
they came from Maryland, but did not say
from what pani of the state, Lane was a
powertul i, feet and six inches in
height, and aged abiont 27 years,  He had
no trade, bt occasionally earned a little
maoney la_\‘ ol _il:lls of labor, HIH‘TII“!‘I,‘.’; maost
of his carnings for liguor, He was a coarse,
rufiianly fellow, abusive to his family and a
terror to Lhis neighbors, A day or two

Finding |
the front door locked. she went aronnd to
the back deor, which was unlocked, and
left the ivon. On returning home she told
ber wmother that all the fumily were
“sleeping indaytime ™ except Laane, wlo
was sitting on a ehair.  The ehild’s state-
ment would seem to confirm the opinion of
ihe doctor that the wile and ehild had been
Lilled as early as Monday, and that Lane
had not eommitted suicide until Thurs-
day.

No deadly weapon of any kind was
found about the premises, but  blood
stains were found upon the rail of the
bedstead. It is believed that Lane, on
Monday night  quareeled  with  his
wile amd drove her ont into the yard, o
that she ran into the yad to escape him,
as there were evidenees that she had been

found o

in the yard. It is supposed that he
drageed  her back  into  the house,
dashed her against the bedstead until

lier neck was broken and her skull frac-
tured, and then threw her upon the bed,
and killed the five-year-old child to prevent
its giving analarm. There were no marks
of violence on the body of this child except
the broken neck, and it appeared to have
been dislocated by being seized in a pow-
erful grasp and twisted out of place.

Squire Erb has not yet returned his ver-
dict to the county commissioners, though
it is said to have Leen completed, and is to
the eifect that Mis. Lane and the oldest
daughter came to their death by violence
at the hand of the husband. Levi Lane:
that he came to his death by poison admin-
istered by his own hand ; and that the in-
fant came to its death from starvation and
exposure.

The fonr dead Lodies were interred on
Raturday evening, it being impossible to
keep them longer on aceount of the rapid
decomposition. The doctor retained the
stomach of the murderer for further analy-
=ix, shonld this be found necessary.

The three-year-old child is in a most piti-
able eondition. its lower limbs being so
dreadfully frozen that they have turned
black, the biood doesnot circulate through
them, and they will probably have to be
amputated to save the child’s life—and it
is doubtful whether the child’s life ean be
saved even by this terrible remedy,

Lane told a number of persons at differ-
ent times that his wife had rich relations,
but he did not tell them who they were,
or what his wife's name was. It is also
said that he has a brother residing in or
near Yontztown, this county. Efforts are
being made by “Squire Erb, to find the re-
latiens of the unfortunate woman and
children. Meantime the good people of
Bainbridge are bestowing all possible at-
tention on the only surviving cluld of the
Tamily.

The murderer and suicide left behird
him nothing to indicate the cause of his
terrible crime. Some think it may have
Been on account of his extreme destitution,
but if this were so, would he not have
killed eutright the whole family, and not
have left the babe to starve to death, and

had neglected to secure their scats before-
hand. The audience was one of the

Like good wine the play
of *“A Messenger from Jarvis Section, ™’
and its leading character, Unele Dan’l, as
portrayed by Mr. B. Macauley, improve
with age. The play is a comedy-drama
that well bears secing more than oncer It
is brim-full and running over with the
freshest humor, and abounds in situations
of the most stirring, not to say sensational
character, portrayed in a thoroughly ar-
tistic and natural manner, ana exeiting the
risibilities and admiration of the audience
in the opportunity they afford for the dis-
play of quaint and curious hnmor as well

as manly strength and courage.  Mr. Ma-
cauley’s facial expression and  the
quality of his wt admirably adapt

him to the proper portrayal of this **mind
that knew no guile and soul incapable of
fear,”” and the working of his honest rugged
features while trying to grasp the meaning
of the many modern slang phrases that
erect his cars on his arrival in Boston, is a
stidy. The scene of the play alternates
between an out-of-the-way corner of Maine

It was a thoroughly demon-
strative audience, with whom the kindly
face, homespun garments, big fur eap and
carpet-bag at once found favor and sympa-
thy, and at times the heartiness of the ap-
plause interrupted the conversation of
the people on  the stage. At the
conclusion ol the third act Unele
Dan’l and little Clip appeared before the
curtain to bow their acknowledgments of
the thunders of applause that greeted them.
The last named character was very clever-
ly personated by Miss Minnie Maddern,
whose bright ingenuous face won immedi-
ate favor with the andience, while her act-
ing was of a high order of artistic merit.
Her **slang™ was simply ** immense, ™ and
some of the audience were scarcely less
puzzled than Unele Dan’l in their efforts to
interpret the little rogue’s meaning. An-
other admirable piece of work was M.
Beers's rendition of the echaracter of Skinny
Sueith, the miserly landlord, and of such
uniform and evenly-balanced merit was the
remainder of the cast that further distiction
is quite unnecessary. It may be truthfully
said that no more finished and satisfactory
dramatic performanee has been witnessed
on the boards at Fulton opera house this
